Stand of Ultra Conservative

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Cool 
reasoning processes alone can save 
the country from an era of industrial 
warfare. The Government is con- 
acious of its responsibility and w‘i] do 
all in its power to prevent, fo- in- 
stance, an interruption in the fuel 
supply of the nation. But the Gov- 
ernment would like to sed the dispute 
settled peacefully, To, that end, any 
threat or challenges, any loose use of 
the world “Bolshevist” calculated to 
give offense to laboring men whose 
Americanism is unquestioned, any 
denial of rights previously given la- 
bor, or any attempt to take acvan- 
tage of the present situation to with- 
draw privileges which labor alrea:ty 
has, is looked upon by the Govern- 
ment as dangerous in the present <ir- 
cumstances and as a likely to add to 
rather than diminish, the chances of 
industrial conflict in America. 

Government officials do not under- 
estimate the gravity of the situation 
in which the country finds itself. Not 
alone is a‘coal strike threatened, but 
labor is combining not merely on ac- 
count of real grievances, but on ac- 
count of hypothetical or imaginary | 
grievances. Action by Congress, for 
instance, although still a common af- 
fair in one branch of the legislative 
department of the Government, has 
looked toward the denial of the right 
on the part of the railway brother- 
hoods to strike. Unquestionably pub- 
lic opinion could be persuaded to 
support the denial of the right tu 
strike on any public utility such as 
the railroads, but in the absence of 
any tribunal or organization certain 
to give justice to the railway em- 
ployes, the tendency of the brother- 
hoods is to join with labor generally 
in a general defense of the abstract 
and concrete rights of labor.

‘from the scene of Lieut. Butler’s 
‘gallant defense. At Novo Nezhino 
they failed because within these 2 
‘hours the news of the Romanovka 
massacre had spread a wave of hot 
anger in every American camp. The 
'business of shooting up Americans

The Suchan mines lie four or five 
‘score of miles north and cast of 
'Viadivostok, in wide mountain val- 
leys, where the scenery is the most 
picturesque in all Siberia.

German Mining Devices Used.

The is- 
sue is the common, vital interest of the whole people 
against the selfish interest of a class. 

On one side will be the Government and the peo- 
ple fighting for the means of living, and on the other 
a class fighting for selfish ends in an unjustifiable 
industrial war.

Direct action of 
this kind would be rebellion against the Government 
of the United States, and again the people as a whole 
would be arrayed in defense of republican institutions 
against the interest and’ revolutionary action of a 
class. It would not be a class war, but the war of one 
class against all the people defending free, organized 
government.

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CANADA’S GOVERNMENT RAILROADS. 


Our Government took over the railroads in the 
eighth month after our entrance into the war and 
most citizens are now awaiting impatiently the date 
in the peace era when they can be turned back. Dur- 
ing 51 months of war Canada’s Government managed 
to get along without taking over its railroads, but as 
soon as peace came began planning to assume control 
of a very large part of its national transportation 
system. 

The pressure of emergency caused this important 


was an emergency of war, Canada’s was an emergency 
of finance. The construction of the Grand Trunk’s 
Pacific lines was undertaken in part on the credit 
of that company and in part on the credit of 
the Government. There was no hope that these lines, 
built far to the North and approaching completion 
when the war broke out, would be remunerative for 
many years, even in normal times. They were a 
project looking to future national development. 
Anyone with only a rudimentary knowledge of late 
railroad problems on this side of the line can appreci- 
ate the gravity of the crisis to the new Pacific lines 
when the war came. Settlement was checked. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of young men who might other- 
wise have engaged in establishing towns and indus- 
tries along the new lines went to war. Traffic, ex- 
pected to be meager under any circumstances for 
some years, was reduced to negligible proportions. 
Operating costs mounted. The Government’s alterna- 
tive was to take over the Grand Trunk system or to 
continue its subsidy obligations, aggregating a large 


entire system by the Canadian Pacific, which would 
thus gain a monopoly of transportation facilities. The 
Government chose the former, though some of the de- 
tails of the arrangement are not without ground for 
severe political criticism.

A NEW CLAIM FOR TECHNICAL SCHOOLS. 

Gen, Coleman Du Pont, known everywhere as the 
powder king, and with a considerable celebrity in 
other lines, is also president of the alumni of Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology. It was in that ca- 
pacity that he camo to St. Louis Wednesday, accom- 
panied by Dr. Maclaurin, president of the institute, 
to attend an alumni dinner, and in an interview with 
the Post-Dispatch made an interesting and timely 
claim for scientific training. 

He ventured the opinion that graduates of schools 
like “Boston Tech” were peculiarly fitted to take 
part in adjusting the relations between employer and 
employed. His reasoning was this: To qualify as 
® technical expert a man must have practical ex- 
perience. He must go into the shop and serve, not 
& perfunctory parole, but a real, hand-callousing ap- 
prenticeship. That is a basic necessity, without which 
the theory learned from the books lacks the essential 
core. As a result of such apprenticeship the future 
expert catches the workers’ viewpoint, with the re- 
sult that, when later he passes into the employing 
class, he has a comprehensive grasp of the indus- 
trial situation, a sympathetic understanding of both 
sides of the equation. 

This particular equipment of the technical expert, 
Gen. Du Pont frankly admits, has not been acknow}- 
edged. As a matter of fact it has been positively 
denied. One of the defects of scientific training, ac- 
cording to the academicians, has been its failure to 
imbue its disciples with ideals of public service. That 
the technical schools prepare a man for the job, to 
take and hold his place in the workaday world, to 
“get along,” to make a success in a material sense, 
is conceded. But the “high brows” have been prone 
to lament that it failed to impart the vision and ideal- 
ism derived from the humanities In consequence 
there has been considerable intellectual grieving at 
the growing popularity of those schools of higher vo- 
cational learning and the corresponding decline of

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A REVIEW OF THIEVES. 


We are to have tomorrow a review of the po- 
lice. Twelve hundred policemen, each with a 
star upon his chest, are to parade the streets. 
However, it will be tmpossible for us to deter- 
mine what degree of safety the police assure us 
unless we have also a review of thieves. We 
probably have more than 1200 thieves. We can 
decide that only by getting them all out and 
giving us an opportunity to compare thelr 
strength with that of the police. It ought then 
easily to become apparent whether or not we 
have enough police. It must be remembered 
that we have recently added to the whole num- 
ber of thieves a new and doubtless numerous 
element which steals whisky. Formerly there 
was no reason to steal whisky. It could be 
bought. That is not the cage at this time. If 
one has no whisky and wants some, one must 
somehow get it. That makes lucrative the busi- 
ness of whisky stealing. Two warehouses were 
robbed of whisky on last Saturday night. To 
give you some notion of what this business 
amounts to and the capital necessary to engage 
in it upon a large scale, the thieves in both 
these instances had gasoline trucks. If the 
whisky lasts, they will very soon have airplanes. 
We think of automobile stealing as the prime 
occupation of most energetic thieves with vision 
enough to handle large sums of money, but 
whisky stealing is going to surpass it. Like 
most business, automobile stealing is already 
harassed by legislation. Congressman,Dyer of 
St. Louis has recently hammered through Con- 
gress a law which makes taking a stolen auto- 
mobile across a state line a Federal felony. 
That will cripple automobile thieving. Whisky 
thieving is as yet free. Anybody can engage in 
it at no greater peril than the slight chance of 
arrest. That is, you can hardly lose any money 
at it. You get the whisky for nothing, and sell 
it at almost any price you set upon it. We 
touch upon this only to indicate what a review 
of thieves possibly would amount to. We may 
decide after seeing both reviews that we need 
twice as many police as we have. There is no 
scientific determination of the number of thieves 
a single policeman can hold down. It seems to 
be very small. We are a thinking people, and 
after seeing both the police and the thieves, we 
may conclude that what we want is a survey of 
the situation in which someone with an actuari- 
al mind can tell us exactly how many thieves a 
policeman can be counted upon to hold In check.

HAT we are witnessing in Paris at the pres- 
ent time is actually another life and death 
struggle, the death throes of an order that Is 
pxssing away and the birth pangs of a new order 
thut is about to be created.
